The-court sustained the government 


charges that the railroads violate tbe 
"commodities clause" of the interstate 
commerce act. The Reading and Cen- 
tral .Now Jersey railroads, tha sotirt 
decided, must dispose of stock owner- 
ship respectively of the "Philadelphia 
and Reading Coal & Iron-con-pany 
an<J the Lehigh &-.'Wilkes-Barre Coal 
company. Redistribution of the stock 
and- bonds of the Reading and Lrjhigh 
A alley railroad companies and also ot 
tlteir • respective coal companies was 
ordered by the court which sustained 
the government's contention that com- 
mon stock ownership, officers ard di- 
rectors, constitute a.restraint of trade 
under the Sherman law.
